than fifteen minutes for recess (east- 
ern time). Provided, however, that in 
schools where it is impossible to get 
in the work in the time allowed, 
principals-may with the approval of a 
majority of the members of the trus- 
tee board extend the afternoon ses- 
sion to 3:45, eastern time. This sched- 
ule will not apply to senior and junior 
high schools as a special schedule has 


for each of 
already been arranged 
these. 


The necessity for this change has 


been brought to the attention cl the 
school board by the great number of 
tardies for the morning session. This 
is a habit which should be broken. 
After the new schedule goes into ef- 
fect there will be no reason for such 
delinquency, and we trust that each 
and every principal will adopt some 
stringent methods of breaking it up.

TER SEASONS. 


Tampa Times: That there are oc- 


casional eider duck in this state dur- 
ing the winter, coming from their 
northern summer home, as far be- 
yond the Arctic circle as they can 
find open water, was the odd bit of 
news given out by B. J. Pacetti of 
Ponce Park, Volusia county, United 
States deputy game warden and reser- 
vation inspector who was in the city 
Saturday. He also says there is no 
open season for them at any time 
and that Uncle Sam will get after the 
person who shoots them. 


"They do not fly in flocks," said he, 


"and are comparatively rare, but I see 
a few of them every season. Perhaps 
400 during a year. Where do they 
go in the summer? Just as far north 


j as there is open water. I wouldn't be 
surprised if they went clear to the 
pole if there is open water there." 


There are several other migratory 


birds on which there is no open sea- 
son either, and Mr. Pacetti and other 
federal wardens have the power of 
arrest without asking for any war- 
rantsreither. And Pacetti is the sort 
of man who will bring in the man he 
arrests, too. He is an outdoor man 
There is a penalty of |500 or six 
months' imprisonment for violation o; 
the migratory-bird law. 


Mr. Pacetti also warned that duck 


must not be shot from motor or sat: 
boats at any time, nor shot at all be 
tween sunset and sunrise. The season 
opened Nov. 1 and closes Jan. 1. He 
left this city for the east coast, pre 
pared to make a trip from Sanford to 
the headwaters of the 'St. John's rive: 
and from there to Lake Okeechobee.

allowing not less than ten tor more 
than fifteen 
minutes for 
recess, 


(eastern time). 


Afternoon session: 12:45 to 3:30, 


allowing not less than ten nor more 
than fifteen minutes for recess (east- 
ern time). Provided, however, that in 
schools where it is impossible to get 
in the work in the time allowed, 
principals-may with the approval of a 
majority of the members of the trus- 
tee board extend the afternoon ses- 
sion to 3:45, eastern time. This sched- 
ule wil! not apply to senior and junior 
high schools as a special schedule has 
already been arranged for each of 
these. 


The necessity for this change has 


been brought to the attention of the 
school board by the great number of 
tardies for the morning session. This 
is a habit which should be broken. 
After the new schedule goes into ef- 
fect there will be no reason for such 
delinquency, and we trust that each 
and every principal will adopt 
some 


stringent methods of breaking it up.

Tampa Times: That there are oc- 


casional eider duck in this state dur- 
ng the winter, coming from 
their 


northern summer home, as far be- 
•ond the Arctic circle as they can 
find open water, was the odd bit of 
news given out by B. J. Pacetti of 
'once Park, Volusia county, United 
States deputy game warden and reser- 
•ation inspector who was in the city 
Saturday. He also says there is no 
open season for them at any time 
and that Uncle Sam will get after the 
jerson who shoots them. 


"They do not fly in flocks," said he, 


'and are comparatively rare, but I see 
a few of them every season. 
Perhaps 


400 during a year. Where do they 
:o in the summer? Just as far north 
as there is open water. I wouldn't be 
surprised if they went clear to the 
pole if there is open water there." 


There are several other migratory 


birds on which there is no open sea- 
son either, and Mr. Pacetti and other 
'ederal wardens have the power of 
arrest without asking for any war- 
rantsreither. And Pacetti is the sort 


man who will bring in the man he 


arrests, too. He is an outdoor man. 
There is a penalty of |500 or six 
months' imprisonment for violation of 
:he migratory-bird law. 


Mr. Pacetti also warned that duck 


must not be shot from motor or sail 
joats at any time, nor shot at all be- 
sveen sunset and sunrise. The season 
opened Nov. 1 and closes Jan. 1. He 
eft this city for the east coast, pre- 
pared to make a trip from Sanford to 
he headwaters of the St. John's river 
and from there to Lake Okeechobee.

A clear road was before the driver, 


with not another car in sight, when 
his car failed to respond to the 
wheel.

he McCrory company, who was rid-

He was 


brought to Daytona in an automobile, 
vliich arrived soon after the acci- 
dent. .He bled profusely.

"While unconscious I was either 


robbed of a purse containing $35.00 
and a large ring was taken from my 
finger, or they were lost in the water 
where I was thrown. I had them be- 
fore the accident and they were gone 
when I regained consciousness. My 
rip went into the water and the con- 
tents were ruined. No other car was 
n sight when the accident occurred 
and the driver of the Orange Belt 
Line did not turn out to pass a car."
